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do not communicate, but arc inflated separately. It is doubtful it this appa¬ 
ratus will answer much better than the previous ones, and the advisability of 
retaining a foreign body in the bowel may be open to question. 
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A Cask of Enucleation, with Replacement of the Human Ui.obk 

BY THAT OF A ItARMT. 

Dr. II. W. llRADFORI), Asst. Surg. Mass. Eye and Ear Infirmary, records, 
in the Boston Med. and Surg. Journal, Sept. 17, 1885, a case of operation, dono 
August 9th, upon a patient thirty-five years old, whoso right eye had hecomo 
very much atrophied in consequence of an injury received in early childhood. 

The enucleation was dono in the usual manner, hut a suture was passed 
through the tendon of each rectus muscle, and one through tho optic nerve, 
before its division. 

Tho rabbit’s eye was removed through a circular incision in the conjunctiva 
\ of ah inch from the corneal bonier, tho tendons were cut dose to the globe, 
nnd the nerve at about T s 0 of an inch from tho sclerotic. Then the cavity of tho 
patient’s orbit was partly filled with albumen from a fresh egg, and tho rabbit’s 
cyo was dipped in the same. The ends of tho optic nerves wero brought 
together by a suture secured by a slip-noose, tho teudous of tho rceti sutured 
to the subconjunctival tissue in appropriate positions, and the conjunctiva; 
united to each other by four sutures. [Apparently the sutures were of silk.] 

Tho lids having been dried, iodoform was dusted over them, and a pad of 
nbsorbent cotton and flannel bandngc applied. 

The' dressings were undisturbed until tho seventh day, when tho cornea 
presented a slight haziness, nnd was covered by the chcmoscd conjunctiva, 
except on tho outer side, where the suture of the external rectus had cut out 
and allowed tho muscle to retract nnd draw the conjunctiva backward; the 
movement of tho eye was good in all directions, except that divergence was 
imperfect. Tho sutures wero withdrawn from the nervo nnd tho upper and 
internal recti; instillation of atropine; renppliention of the dressing. 

On the twelfth day the cornea was less lmzy; the conjunctiva well united; 
the movements of the globe satisfactory. 

The report ends on the eighteenth day. Conformation and tension good; 
cornea improving, nnd has cleared peripherally, so ns to allow tho iris to bo 
distinctly seen; conjunctiva congested; ocular movements in nil directions 
good. 

It is suggested that the operation may be valuable not only for corrective 
effects, but also in young children, to prevent arrest of development of tho 
orbit; and for this purpose Dr. Bradford proposes that the eye of a young 
dog should bo taken, in the hope that it would continue to increase in size 
after transplantation. 
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It ia unfortunate that tho report ends ao soon after tlio operation (tlio 
eighteenth day), for at the meeting of tho Paris Aenddmio do Mddccine, May 
20 1885 Ur. Chihret reported a successful operation of tho samo kind, done 
on the 4th May, twenty-two days before, and yet subsequent reports inform 
iu that the cornea finally sloughed. 

In tho Bulletin de la Sociltt de Chirurgie, for Aug. 12,1885, p. 592, mention 
is mado of the receipt of the report of a ease of tho same kind by Rohmer, tho 
eye of a dog being used. The cornea sloughed on tho seventh day, and tho 
globe became atrophied. 

Incised Wound of Abdomen and Colon ; Recovery. 

Dn. T. W. Compton, in the A r ety Orleans Med. and Surg. Journal, Nov. 1885, 
p. 363, records a striking example of recovery from a severe wound and pro- 
longed exposure'of the intestines, without tho aid of any of tho antiseptic 
measures to which so much importance is now so generally, and so rightly, 
attached. The patient, a negro, received a transverse razor-cut in tho 
abdomen, two inches long, about two nud a half inches from the umbilicus, 
through which twenty inches of tho colon protruded. The gut was cut in 
half transversely, with two small cuts on tho opposito sido made from within 
outward by tho point of the razor. The patient remained five hours without 
treatment, the gut protruding and covered only with a soiled handkerchief. 
The Incisions in tho gut were closed with silk sutures, one end of that closing 
the largo ono being left long. It was then returned, after enlargement of he 
abdominal wound, tho long incision in tho gut being hold against the 
abdominal incision by the end of tho suture, which wob brought out through 
the external wound and fastened to tho skin by ndhesivo plaster. Tho 
abdominal wound was closed with three stitches, and covered with a dry 
compress. Recovery took pluco without incident, mid was complcto in five 
weeks The first movement of the bowels was on the seventeenth day. Tho 
dry compress was removed by soaking on tho fifth day and another substi¬ 
tuted. No suppuration of the external wound, except along tho track of tho 

end of tho intestinal suture. . . . 

Two other cases of laparotomy and suture ot the intestine in the treatment 
of gunshot wounds of tho abdomen, have been recently reported. 

In tho first, under the care of Dft. J. II. Hamilton, of Washington, D 
(Journ. Am. Meet. Assoc., Aug. 22, 1885) tho patient was a mu atto, nineteen 
years old, and tho bullet, of thirty-two calibre, entered the abdomen an inch 
above and to the right of the navel. Tho operation was done two hours after 
receipt of tho injury. A six-inch incision was mado in tho median line, 
through which tho intestine was drawn out and examined. Woven wounds 
were found in the small intestine and two in tho ascending colon and closed 
with sutures. A wounded artery in tho mesentery was tied, and a wounded 
portion of tho omentum ligatured en masse and cut away. A large amount 
of blood found in tho nbdominnl cavity was removed, the cavity sponged 
with a solution of bichloride of mercury, tho intestino returned, and the 
external wound closed. On tho thirteenth day great rectal tenesmus ap¬ 
peared, due to tho presence of a tumor in the pelvis. TIhb tumor was incised 
through tho rectum two inches abovo the anus, and proved to bo composed 
of thin, badlv smelling blood, which escaped to tho amount of about three
